A correspondent writes com- 
plaining that twice recently an

sound—a four-suit headed by Ace, 
King and an ontaide Ace.” He 
suggests that the original -bidder 
should switch to the No Trump in 
the fond hope that this, at any rate, 
will not be doubled. 

My criticiam of this is that any 
xood player whose double of One 
of a suit has been left in by part- 
ner is certain also to double the 
One No Trump. Not My sugges- 
tion is the same as that of Mr. 
Punch to those about to marry; 
Don't bid on such a hand! Pra- 
vention {s better than cure. What! 
you will exclaim, not open on three 
quick tricks? Certainly not, un- 
less the hand contains four pro: 
table playing tricks and five {i 


vulnerable. Probable tricks, not 
honour tricks, are the crucial test 
if heavy penalties are to be avold- 
ed. 

Ans to this, the Approach Fore- 
ing system and other systems have 
done a disservice to Contract 
players in over-emphasising the im- 
portance of honour tricks and un- 
der-estimating the value of playing 
tricks. 

The Risks

vulnerable. The hand does net 
contain four probable tricks, and 
if doubled and left {n risks a 
penalty of 700 or 1400, nefther of 
which penalties is worth while ex- 
cept to save a alam, which is very 
unlikely to be bid and made againat 
two Aces and a King. 

Many players will object that 
this risk te negiigible. Against or- 
dinary players 1 agree, and that 
is the reason why these weak 
original bids ure not exposed as 
they should be. Against first-clasr 
players, however, heavy penaltica 
will quite often be incurred, with 
little or no compensating gain on 
other ocedsions. 

The advantages of passing are, 
firatly, to avoid risk of ao heavy 
penalty if doubled; secondly, if 
partner bids you can support 
strongly with every prospect of 
game; and, thirdly, {f the oppon- 
ents bid and your partner {s silent. 
the strength of your hand fs con- 
cealed and some of your high cards 
the opponents will place in their 
hands. They are Ikely to overbid 
and be penalised.

Brallle Presa. 

“Regular Girl Scouting can be 
given blind girls and it fs being 
done by leaders with ingenuity and 
imagination,” aaid the report 

“It is the judgment of experienced 
and successful leaders, both in Girt 
Seouting and in the field of educa- 
tion of the physically handicapped, 
that changes in the regular require- 
ments should be made only if abso- 
lutely necessary, and should be con- 
sidered as .exceptions always. The 
girls themselves want no changes, 
no concessions. To do what other 
wirls are doing, just as they do them, 
18 one of Girl Scouting’s grent gifts 
to the physically handicapped.

Mr. de Valera had ignored the 
Army Comrades’ Association, but 
he feared O'Duffy and his National 
Guard—feared it so. strongly that 
he revived the Public Safety Act 
which he had denounced when in 
opposition. 

And O'Duffy, who had enforced 
that Act under Cosgrave, naw 
found himself and his Blueshirts 
outlawed by its provisions. The 
situation left him unshaken. A 
man whom fate had caused, hy the 
age of forty, to be in turn a feader 
of rebels and an enemy of rebels, a 
hunger-striking prisoner and a 
putter of others into prison, a burn- 
er of barracks and a builder of bar- 
racka—such a man loses the capa- 
elty for surprise.
